REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY FOR 1985 


The positive climate for growth (low interest rates, low unemployment, 
low inflation, bullish stock market) in the economic condition of the nation 
was reflected at the local level in a substantial increase in building, both 
in the residential and in the business sectors. 

The year 1985 saw several new commercial buildings, including Had- 
ley’s first new automobile dealership. 

There was a dramatic increase in housing starts along existing roads as 
well as approval of two new streets in a 30 lot subdivision. 

Inasmuch as our sewer plant has reached its capacity our commercial 
growth has been limited until the sewer expansion is completed.

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 

The Board accepted, with regret, the resignation of public health nurse, 
Mary Beth Chevalier. Appointed to her position was Patricia Osip, 63 
Rocky Hill Road, as of October 28, 1985. We thank Mary Beth for her 
devoted services. 

The Board is in the process of working on the capping of the closed 
landfill in cooperation with the Board of Selectmen. Discussions are going 
on with Northeast Utilities and DEQE on using fly-ash as a cover of the 
site instead of clay, which could result in a savings. 

The Board reviewed all fees for licenses and permits issued and com- 
pared the fees with surrounding cities and towns. All fees for permits and 
licenses have been increased (except those set by the state) effective 
December 1, 1985. They are comparable or less than fees charged by 
other municipalities. Licenses and permits issued for 1985: Food Service- 
77, Catering-2, Sunday Licenses-53, Bakeries-4, Disposal works instal- 
lers-10, Removal of garbage-4, Common victualers-2, Motel-6, Milk store 
license-42, and New permits for septic systems on new homes-27, which 
include observing percolation test, deep hole site tests, and final inspection 
on installation.

REPORT OF THE HADLEY PUBLIC NURSE 
To the Hadley Board of Public Health and the Citizens of Hadley, 


The Hadley Public Health Nurse Position is a part-time position—20 
hours a week. Her duties cover two areas, Public Health and Visiting 
Nurse, with State and Community guidelines which the nurse must follow. 
These guidelines can be broken down into four primary objectives: to 
promote wellness; to administer care to the sick and elderly; to assist with 
pre and post natal care; and to act as a resource person for health care 
services. These objectives are achieved in many ways such as Blood 
Pressure and Flu clinics, but primarily through home care visits. These 
visits are made from physician, hospital, family or client referrals. Since 
my appointment in November 1985, I have visited approximately 30 
clients. These visits have ranged from daily to monthly. 

Hampshire County offers many health care services to the citizens of 
Hadley. With the shortening of the hospital stay, the need for these services 
and those of the Hadley nurse will increase. | look forward to working 
with those who need these extended care services. 

The Loan Closet provides sick room supplies such as hosptial beds, 
wheelchairs, walkers and commodes. Crutches are also available. A small 
deposit which is refundable is required on each piece of equipment bor- 
rowed. The loan closet has been of use to many Hadley citizens. Much 
of the equipment is old, and donations of equipment no longer needed 
would be appreciated. 

I would like to thank the Board of Health and especially Mary Beth 
Chevalier for helping make my transition into this position easier. 

Finally, I look forward to working with the Board of Health and Hadley 
citizens to achieve a happy and healthy New Year.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Highway Department saw a lot of changes during 1985. In April, 
the Department lost Superintendent Joseph Pipczynski to Easthampton 
and also lost worker Gary Berg. Mechanic, Edward Martula was acting 
Superintendent, until he left the department in July. At this time Dennis 
Pipczynski took over as acting Superintendent. He was replaced by Michael 
Klimoski in mid-July. On August 6, Michael Klimoski was named Superin- 
tendent. In late August, Edward Martula returned to the department as 
mechanic. John Waskiewicz was hired on a full time basis to take Gary 
Berg’s place. 

Due to a $50,000 cut in the budget this year, the highway department 
used funds held over from the previous fiscal year, to purchase 415 tons 
of pug mill. This was done out of the Chapter 497 Budget. The pug mill 
was used on Rocky Hill Road to shim and oil over the roughest spots. 
To alleviate and solve water drainage problems, a catch basin and drainage 
pipe were installed in that area. 

Under General Highway, the budget was used on maintenance of our 
roads. Many man hours were spent shaving the road shoulders to allow 
the water to properly run off the roads. The road shoulders were all cleared 
of brush and the grass was mowed. All of the guard rails that were damaged 
were repaired and painted. A small amount of pug mill was used to patch 
the holes in our roads. Lastly, the General Highway Budget took care of 
the snowplow in the winter. 

The sidewalk account was used to resurface many of the sidewalks that 
were deteriorating. The account was also used to patch holes and to 
snowplow in the winter.

Allocations to the Forestry Account and the Dutch Elm Account were 
used to remove twenty-seven dead trees. With the assistance of Western 
Massachusetts Electric, twelve dead trees were removed at no expense to 
the Town. Those trees were replaced with maple and beech trees. Thirty- 
five extra trees were delivered to townspeople, at their request. 

Town ditches were cleared of brush and grass by town personnel. This 
was done where time and money allowed. 

The Bridge Account was used to paint the town bridges that needed a 
fresh coat of paint. All of the bridge approaches were cleared of brush 
and mowed to increase visibility. 

The water department used their budget to do many things. One project 
was to paint the Mount Warner Pumping Station. The water mains were 
flushed. Several hydrants around the town that leaked were repaired. A 
new hydrant was installed on East Street. A water leak on Spruce Hill 
Road was repaired by installing an 8 inch mechanical tee. An 8 inch 
mechanical valve was installed on Middle Street. 
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Many hours were spent by the department on Middle Street. All of the 
water services for the house and businesses were located, as well as the 
water mains were located for the reconstruction. At this time, any old 
services were replaced or adjusted to improve the system. To do this the 
water main had to be shut down many times. This was an inconvenience 
to many. 

The Water Department installed seventeen new services in the past 
year. They supervised the installation of seven other water services. The 
Department also repacked several main line valves, that were leaking. 

Deily records show that, 288,492,800 gallons of water were pumped 
for the Town’s usage in 1985. The cost of electricity to do this came to 
$32,453.78. 

In closing, the Highway and Water Departments would like to thank 
Joseph Pipczynski for the thirteen years he gave to them, and to the rest 
of the Town. His knowledge and experience will be greatly missed. Also, 
a special thanks to the seven town employees, without them, none of this 
would be possible.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 

The Hadley Historical Commission is indebted to the many volunteers 
who assisted with the completion of the first phase of surveying the 
architectural and historical assets of the Town. In the 1984-85 grant from 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission the emphasis was on buildings 
over 50 years old that were located in the center of Hadley and in North 
Hadley. 

A second matching grant from the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
received in 1985 and to be completed in 1986 is to survey the rest of the 
older buildings in Hadley. The $5000 match will be met partially in cash 
and partially by volunteers who are a very important part of the project. 

For the second consecutive year the students at Hopkins Academy under 
the direction of Mrs. Kathleen Masalski performed valuable volunteer 
service in assisting with the current survey. Students obtained first hand 
experience checking records at the Hampshire County Registry of Deeds, 
Registry of Probate, Town Records, and in interviewing local citizens for 
additional information. 

Many adult volunteers have contributed their time but many more are 
needed. A call to any member of the Commission will be appreciated. 

Gregory Farmer, President of the New England Historical Services, 
Inc., is the professional consultant who has guided the work of the volun- 
teers in both phases of the survey project. 

The members of this Commission spent innumerable hours in develop- 
ing, planning and preparing a detailed proposal for the preservation and 
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beautification of the Hadley Town Common. Ms. Elizabeth Brabec of the 
Pioneer Planning Commission wrote the proposal and University of Mas- 
sachusetts students in the classes of Ms. Marston and Ms. Cavanagh 
prepared four design boards showing how the Town Common would look 
without any overhead utility wires. 

Hadley was one of forty communities invited to send in a final proposal. 
One hundred and nineteen communities had submitted initial proposals. 

There were public meetings with the Selectmen, the residents of West 
Street and other interested townspeople. The support of the community 
was outstanding. The final proposal was hand delivered to Boston. The 
Department of Environmental Management was enthusiastic. All was gen- 
erally acceptable until the moment the Town had to agree to the match. 
According to the provisions of the grant the state would pay the first 
$100,000, 70% of the constructions costs and 50% of other expenses. 
The $600,000 project required a match of $163,000 from the Town in 
contributed services and in cash and that was not possible under Proposition 
2'. Hadley did not get the grant. 

It is possible there will be another round of City and Town Commons 
Grants in the near future. In that event another attempt will be made to 
obtain funds to preserve Hadley’s unusual Town Common. 

In the fall of 1985 Ms. Elizabeth Brabec was assigned by the state to 
assist Hadley and another area town in preparing plans for the preservation 
of open spaces in both towns. She will work closely with the Selectmen, 
the Planning Board, the Building Inspector, the Hadley Historical Commis- 
sion, the new Town Planner and other appropriate groups in town. 

In addition to the ten regular monthly meetings of this Commission there 
were twenty-six special meetings with the Selectmen, Finance Committee, 
other town boards and for progress reports of pending projects. 

The members of the Hadley Historical Commission appreciate the en- 
thusiastic and whole-hearted support of the community as the Commission- 
ers work to improve the quality of life for all in Hadley.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1985 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 

The Hadley Conservation Commission is charged with advising the 
town on matters of environmental concern and administering the stat 
Agricultural Preservation Restriction Act and Wetlands Act programs 
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Environmental Concerns: The Commission submitted an application to 
the Hampshire Conservation District for assistance in open space planning. 
The basic agreement was between the Conservation District and the Town 
of Hadley to provide assistance for the development and completion of 
an Open Space and Recreation Plan. In January 1985, the Commission 
was notified that Hadley had been selected as one of four commmunities 
from among 30 applications to receive financial and technical assistance 
in developing an Open Space and Recreation Plan. 

The Hadley Conservation Commission has been assisting The Kestrel 
Trust of Amherst, the Department of Enviromental Management, and the 
Department of Food and Agriculture in an effort to have Jessie S. and 
Louis J. Agassiz sell the development rights to their farm on Mount Warner 
to the state. The farm, at 6 Mount Warner Road, spreads up along the 
west side to Mount Warner and 150+ acres of the property would make 
a conservation aquisition. Another 60+ acres are being considered under 
the APR program and will add to the acreage in open space and protect 
the area from development. These arrangements also will help protect the 
town’s aquifer on the other side of Mount Warner. 

The Commission was represented at the following: 1) meeting of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, on April 17, 1985, to address Connecticut 
River issues; 2) meeting to review proposed extension-modification of 
Hadley Sanitary Sewers; 3) meeting of County Commissioners and Board 
of Selectment re Stockbridge Road alteration; 4) workshop on Open Meet- 
ing Law and Conflict of Interest Law; 5) MACC Fall Meeting with Focus 
on Open Space; 6) Town of Amherst Public Hearing on a Proposed Sludge 
Management Facilities Plan (proposed location is Amherst’s Wastewater 
Treatment Plant in Hadley); 7) meeting of University of Massachusetts 
and Town Officials on the University’s Proposed Multipurpose Arena (to 
be located astride the Hadley-Amherst border); 8) meeting with Route 
One-Sixteen Partnership (formerly Hangar One) to reclassify land from 
business to industrial. 

With the assistance of Christopher Curtis, PVPC Senior Planner, the 
Conservation Commission was instrumental in getting the Planning Board 
and Board of Selectment to amend the Zoning Bylaws of the Town by 
adding a new section on an Aquifer Protection District. The amendment 
was voted by the Town of Hadley at the Annual Town Meeting on March 
rel 98). 

Agricultural Preservation Restriction (APR) Program: The Commission 
received 5 applications for the state Development Rights (APR) program 
this year, and is hopeful that funding will be sufficient to cover each of 
these. Because of lack of personnel, the process has taken as long as two 
years to complete a purchase. This long period of time has discouraged 
farmers from participating in this voluntary program. 

The APR Program is continuously receiving new applications; therefore, 
by the time FY 1987 monies are made available it is projected that there 
would be a potential funding shortfall. Unless funding is provided for in 
FY 1987, the APR Program would essentiallly come to a halt in early 1987. 
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A summary of applications filed by Hadley farms to date as follows:

The term “prime farm land” sometimes has been abused or misused. Only 
4% of farm land falls into the category of “prime farm land.” In its study 
of each farm, the Agricultural Land Preservation Committee looks at 
several important factors: soil quality, viability of the farming operation, 
cost, threat of development, and the relationship of the farm to other farms 
in the area. The Committee decides whether the property is of significant 
State-wide importance to merit protection by the APR Program. Higher 
priority is given to farms with larger tillable acreage, higher capability 
soils, and greater potential for real economic success. 

Farm Land Improvement. Eight site inspections were made by the 
Commission to review projects certified by the USDA Soil Conservation 
Service for erosion control and correction of drainage problems on farm 
land. 

Wetlands Protection. To ensure appropriate protection of wetlands under 
the State Wetlands Protection Act, the Hadley Conservation Commission 
conducted a heavy load of hearings, inspections, and investigations of 
cases during the year. In carrying out its obligations under the Act, the 
Commission found these jobs to be quite demanding. 

The Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act (M.G.L. Chapter 131, Sec- 
tion 40) and Regulations establish municipal Conservation Commissions 
as the regulating authority for developments affecting wetlands. Any per- 
son intending to perform work within 100 feet of a wetland must first 
file a NOTICE OF INTENT with the local Conservation Commission. 
Among the wetland areas included in the local Conservation Commission’s 
authority are “lands subject to flooding.” The boundaries of these “lands 
subject to flooding” essentially coincide with the 100-year floodplains of 
rivers and streams and certain other isolated flooding lands. Once a person 
files with the Conservation Commission and if the Conservation Commis- 
sion determines that the proposed development or action will adversely 
affect a wetland area, the Commission will issue an ORDER OF CONDI- 
TIONS to protect the wetland area. 

In the case of developments or actions in lands subject to flooding, the 
Wetlands Protection Act directs Conservation Commissions to order that 
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compensatory storage be provided for all lost flood storage volume and 
that the project shall not cause an increase in flood stage or velocity. 

Appointments and Resignations: In May, Alexandra D. Dawson, 2 West 
Street, Hadley, was appointed to the Conservation Commission. The Com- 
mission was most fortunate to have a person of her expertise. Mrs. Dawson 
is an environmental lawyer; President of the Massachusetts Association 
of Conservation Commissions; co-director of the Water Supply Citizens 
Advisory Committee in Hadley. She directs a graduate program in resource 
management and administration at Antioch Graduate School in Keene, 
New Hampshire; and is author of “Land Use Planning and the Law.” 

In September, the Commission accepted with regret the resignation of 
Edward G. Konieczny. His resignation left a big void in the Commission’s 
membership. He not only was very knowledgeable on conservation matters 
but a willing and active member—assuming responsibilities as secretary © 
of the Commission and keeping minutes and records of public meetings 
conducted by the Commission. 

ALL members of the Commission are appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen and serve without compensation. The commitment of the Com- 
mission’s members is important to the town’s well-being—its economic 
growth, its preservation of ecological entities and other related areas. 

Conclusion: The Conservation Commission appreciates the help and 
support it receives from the many Town officials and departments; the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering; the De- 
partment of Environmental Management; and The Kestrel Trust of Amherst 
(of which the chairman is a member).

REPORT OF THE PARK & RECREATION COMMISSION 
1985 


The Hadley Park Commission almost didn’t have a gymnasium in which 
to have their program this year. The Old Hopkins Gymnasium was sched- 
uled to be closed as of July | because of budget cuts that had to be made 
by the school department. The Park Commission agreed to try and pay 
the fuel bill for the old gym to keep it open. We also received half of the 
interest money of the George Edwards fund to help us in this cause. 

We also had to raise our fees this year for all our programs. We are 
trying to use the gymnasium with as many activities as possible to be sure 
the building is always being used to its capacity. The elementary physical 
education classes are still being taught in the old gym as well. 
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Our summer day camp was held from July 8-August 16. Laurel Moore 
of Hadley was our new camp director this year for the preK-4th grade 
held at the old gym. Campers participated in various activities such as 
gymnastics, arts and crafts, and sports as well as having special events 
such as a magician and a snake show visiting camp once a week. 

Diane Jensen of Chicopee returned as our director of the 3 and 4 year 
old camp. We were able this year to use the Hooker School Kindergarten 
for this very successful program that for the first time was held for 6 weeks. 

In September, our soccer program for girls and boys in grade 3-6 was 
held. Tom Wirts, a student at the University of Mass. was the director 
along with other UMass students helping to coach the 45 young soccer 
players who signed up for this popular 6 week program. The program 
ended with the teams playing the town of Hatfield in a Booster Day game. 
Hopkins Academy players assisted also. Tennis lessons were offered for 
the first time this fall at Zatyrka Field. Mary Lou Laurenza of Hadley 
was the instructor. Fundamentals of tennis were taught to a group of 
enthusiastic youngsters, and games were played amongst each other. 

November brought our men’s basketball program. The men play twice 
a week until the month of April. Edward Kelley, Jr. of Hadley directs 
this program that usually has 20-25 men in attendance. 

We also started in November, along with the Hampshire Regional 
YMCA, an aerobics class. This class was taught by Marina Wolf of 
Cummington and the YMCA. The class met twice a week for 4 weeks 
with another session starting in January. 

The Youth Basketball Program began Saturday Jan. 11 and ran for 8 
weeks. This program was for children in grades 3-6. They practiced the 
fundamentals of basketball and played each others’ teams as well as playing 
some games against other towns. Steve Dion of Northampton directed 
this program and Hopkins Academy basketball players assisted him. 

In January also, children in grades K-4 enjoyed a 2 hour gymnastics 
class on Saturdays for 8 weeks. They were able to use several pieces of 
gymnastic equipment as well as performing floor activities. 

The Hampshire Regional YMCA in Northampton along with the Park 
and Recreation Commission, sponsored an after school program. We hope 
this will fill the needs of parents who work and need childcare after school 
or those children who are looking for more activities to keep busy. This 
program would be held from 3:30-5:30 at the old gym and would also 
include swimming lessons at the YMCA in Northampton. 

Our annual Easter festivities were held in the Old Gym in April. Approx- 
imately 100 girls and boys enjoyed games and goodies. The Easter bunny 
came and awarded prizes and chocolate. 

During May and June and through the month of September our depart- 
ment also is in charge of maintaining the Lassie and Little League ball 
fields. Ignace Waskiewicz is in charge of the mowing and liming as well 
as general maintenance of these fields and as always did a fine job for us. 

To end our season, this year in June the tennis court at Zatyrka field 
was resurfaced and a net was replaced. 
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In closing, we hope to be able to keep the Old Hopkins Gymnasium 
open and to continue to offer as many recreational opportunities to the 
citizens of Hadley as possible.

REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 

The fundamental issue facing our schools continues to be one of finances. 
Last year, the School Department faced the possibility of drastic budget 
reductions. Had a second attempt to override Proposition 2'% not been 
successful, the School Committee would have been forced to reduce their 
proposed budget by 18% or approximately $343,000.00. This would have 
meant the loss of teachers, educational programs and the complete elimi- 
nation of our athletic program. Year after year, the Schoo! Department 
has had to prepare a “maintenance budget,” rather than an “educational 
budget.””» When will the educational concerns and long-range goals be 
addressed? At what point will Hadley begin to take notice that their public 
schools are not striving for excellence, but rather fighting to survive. Our 
enrollment is declining and will continue to decline if we cannot provide 
our young people with a stable academic environment. 

The School Committee accepted many resignations this past year. In 
May, we lost an exceptional educational leader when Mr. Paul F. Lengieza 
announced his intention to leave the Superintendency. Mr. Richard K. 
Sullivan was hired as an interim Superintendent to allow us sufficient time 
to conduct a thorough search for a new Superintendent and also to handle 
the many critical year-end reponsibilities of that office. The School Com- 
mittee appointed a Search Committee who dedicated many months of their 
time and energy to complete the task; however, a successor was not 
appointed and Mr. Sullivan was asked to stay on until the end of the 
academic year. We are fortunate, at this time, to have the office of the 
Superintendent in very capable hands. The Elementary Principal, Mr. 
Robert Choiniere, tendered his resignation at summer’s end and Mr. 
Charles Hangs was appointed to serve as Elementary Principal. We also 
accepted the resignation of our Guidance Counselor, Mrs. Katherine 
James, who since 1981 has strived to develop a Guidance program that 
earned the respect of students, parents and the Community. Mr. Ron 
Berestka stepped down as Hadley’s Athletic Director, after many years 
of dedicated service. Mr. Leo Carney, School Committee Vice-Chairman, 
resigned effective January 7, 1986. In his letter of resignation, he urged 
the Community to take a more positive approach to funding education. 

The Public School Improvement Act of 1985 (Chapter 188 of the Acts 
of 1985), promises to unveil a new era in education. Several sections of 
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the Act have been adopted by the Town and the School Committee. School 
Improvement Councils have already been established, headed by Mr. 
Hangs, and the Professional Development Grant monies will be utilized 
through negotiations with the teachers. 

The School Committee would like to take this opportunity to express 
its deep appreciation to the Hopkins Academy Board of Trustees for their 
most generous contributions to our school system. A new computer was 
purchased for the Guidance Department and a microfich system will be 
available in the Library to enhance the maintenance of library periodicals. 
Along with these two major gifts, the Trustees have also provided money 
to purchase library books, which the School Committee was unable to 
fund in this current budget. In addition, a new unit will be added to our 
Asian Studies Program, through the Trustees’ generosity, and we thank 
them most sincerely. 

We also wish to express our appreciation to the administrators, the 
professional staff and to all our dedicated employees who strive to provide 
our students with an atmosphere for learning. Our gratitude is extended 
to the individuals who served on the Superintendent Search Committee. 
They are: Mr. James P. Tudryn, Chairman, Mrs. Sarah Wanczyk, Mr. 
Fred Wilda, Mr. Thomas Fil, Mr. Paul Petit, Ms. Joanne Delong, Mr. 
William Garrity, Mrs. Sue Palmisano, Mr. Raymond Latham and Mrs. 
Carol Trane, representatives of the School Committee, and Mr. Howard 
Wailgum, representative from the teachers association. 

The School Committee welcomes the newly formed PTO and encourages 
its continued participation and interest in the school system. Appreciation 
is also in order for the support and dedication of the Booster Club to the 
young people involved in our athletic program. 1985 was a banner year 
for Hopkins Academy’s young athletes and we congratulate them on their 
fine performance. The Community was there to support the winning teams 
and we would hope that the Community will be there to support an adequate 
operating budget so that academics and athletics can continue to go hand-in- 
hand. 

To all the clubs, organizations and area businesses, who continue to 
offer their support to our schools and our students, we say thank you. 

In closing, the School Committee wishes to acknowledge the support 
and cooperation we’ve received from the parents, the Community and the 
Town Officials. It is the desire of this Committee to continue to work in 
harmony with all Town Departments.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Hadley and the Hadley School Committee: 

I herewith submit my first Annual Report as Superintendent of the 
Hadley Public Schools. 

Since assuming the position of Superintendent, officially, during Sep- 
tember, a large portion of time was devoted to acquainting myself with 
the Community, professional and support staff, students and the financial 
operation and academic programs of the schools. 

During the summer, Governor Dukakis signed into law Chapter 188— 
An Act Improving The Public Schools of the Commonwealth. This legis- 
lation is multifarious in nature, ranging from Equal Educational Opportu- 
nity Grants to Evaluation of Teachers and Administrators. Two facets of 
Chapter 188 directly affected our students and teachers during 1985. First, 
School Improvement Councils were established at the Hooker and Russell 
Elementary Schools. These Councils are composed of parents, teachers 
and an administrator. Each school is eligible to receive $10.00 per student. 
The funds received may be used for innovative academic programs, ex- 
panded services to students, purchase of instructional equipment and many 
other direct service areas to students. The Councils’ proposals will be 
submitted to the School Committee for their approval. Grant monies were 
received in December for Hooker School—$1,880.00 and Russell 
School—$920.00. Next year, Grades 7-12 will be included. 

The second area deals with a Professional Development Grant. The 
purpose of this grant is to supplement teacher compensation (this Grant 
does not establish a minimum teachers’ salary). The School Committee 
approved, and on November 19th in a Special Town Meeting, the Town 
accepted the provisions of the Grant. Negotiations between the School 
Committee and the Hadley Education Association will be held to determine 
final allocation of the funds. 

Two construction projects at Hopkins Academy, dealing with the instal- 
lation of a Domestic Hot Water System and Handicapped Renovations/ 
Chapter 504, were approved by the Commonwealth. Reimbursements to 
the Town totaling 60% of each project will be realized over the next five 
years. The total reimbursements for the Domestic Hot Water Project is 
$7,296.00 and for Chapter 504, $11,847.00). 

Declining enrollment in our schools is still evident. Hooker and Russell 
student population has dropped from 280 in 1984 to 262 in 1985. To carry 
that a little further, the elementary enrollment on October 1, 1979 was 
372. Six years later, on October 1, 1985, the population is 110 students 
less, standing at 262. 

At Hopkins, a 20 student decline occurred between 1984 (268) and 
1985 (248). Over the past 20 years, the enrollment at the High School, 
Grades 7-12, has dropped from 441 in 1965 to 248 in 1985. The projection 
for the next three years is a further reduction in our student population, 
perhaps up to 20-30 students. 

What does all this mean? A long range study and projection must be 
undertaken to determine our future population and needs. This will involve 
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many Town Departments and individuals. An integral component of this 
study is an assessment of the effective and efficient use of money, staff, 
buildings and resources available. 

In reading the above paragraphs, some may automatically conclude that 
fewer students mean less staff and money. This is not the case. Our 
Community is obligated to offer a curriculum which reflects higher entrance 
standards to State and private colleges and technological knowledge re- 
quired today as we approach the 2Ist Century. Norman Cousins said, 
“Education fails unless the three R’s at one end of the school spectrum 
lead, ultimately, to the four P’s at the other end—Preparation for Learning, 
Preparation for Living, Preparation for Understanding and Preparation for 
Participation in the problems involved in the making of a better world.” 

The FY °87 budget was submitted to the School Committee in December 
and reflects a 7.6% increase over FY ’86. It allows for increased economic 
considerations, future union negotiations with two groups and non-union 
personnel. Discussions on the budget will be held in the early part of 1986. 


In addition, a “Needs List” was developed which includes academic 
programs, personnel, equipment, maintenance programs and short and 
long range capital expenditures which were deleted from previous budgets 
and considered essential to improve and maintain a healthy, safe and 
attractive educational complex. 

One ingredient necessary for success in education is effective communi- 
cations. The elementary schools and high school continue to have Open 
House, Parent/Teachers Conferences, news releases and evening perfor- 
mances. The School Committee holds regular open meetings, discussions 
with other Town Departments and encourages your participation at these 
meetings. 

In addition, this year, Advisory Councils were formed at the elementary, 
secondary and Superintendent’s level. The Special Education Council has 
been in operation for several years. The Councils are comprised of parents, 
teachers and students, where appropriate, and offer, to the Administration, 
suggestions, insight, concerns and advice. These Councils broaden the 
communication network and get more individuals involved in our educa- 
tional system. 

We have a good school system in Hadley, characterized by our students, 
staff, School Committee and parents. We also have problems—staff turn- 
over, financial constraints, staff, parental and student concerns and declin- 
ing enrollment. Let us acknowledge them and then work together as a 
community, in a positive manner, to correct them. The pride of Hadley 
and its citizens is very evident. I hope we agree that Education is an 
Investment, Not an Expense!!! 

My first few months as Superintendent have been most enjoyable. I 
appreciate and acknowledge the cooperation of the School Committee, 
the Administrators, Teaching and Support Staff, Students, Parents, Trus- 
tees, Town Officials and the Community of Hadley, as a whole.

Parent Teacher Organization (PTO) 

In January, following discussion with parents and teachers of the elemen- 
tary schools, it was felt that a Parent Teacher Organization (PTO) should 
be formed. The PTO was formally organized on April 19. Officers in the 
new PTO were Mrs. Marion Kristek, President; Mr. Brian Sheehy, Vice 
President; Mrs. Jackie Ahlemeyer, Secretary; Mrs. Beth O’ Neil, Treasurer 
and Mrs. Jane Booth, Membership Chairperson. 

The original membership was about twenty-four families. During the 
past year, the membership has been building and, at the present time, it 
stands at about 45 families. 

Significantly, the PTO has been active in many ways. In addition to 
the regular monthly meetings, they have shown their support and appreci- 
ation by sponsoring Teachers’ Day on May 21, at which time each teacher 
was presented flowers; a Kindergarten Parent Night was held as well; they 
were active in their support of the elementary musical “Kings and Things,” 
produced by Mrs. Susan Anzalotti, elementary music teacher, with set 
scenery made under the direction of Brian Sheehy, grade two teacher. 

Their efforts are continuing with fund raising for playground equipment 
for the elementary schools, a long-range project. In a recent fund raising 
project, they received over $3,000 toward their goal. 

In December, they were instrumental in sponsoring the “Birdman” show, 
which was held in the Old Gym for grades K-6. The program was well 
received by students and teachers alike. Several live birds of prey were 
shown: a golden eagle, a falcon and an owl. 

Additionally, the PTO recently began producing a monthly newsletter, 
“Chalktalk.” Included in the newsletter, which is distributed to both the 
elementary and secondary schools, is PTO news, coming events, happen- 
ings and events in all schools, as well as many other items regarding 
students, teachers and parents of our schools. 

Our sincere thanks goes to the membership of the PTO. 
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The Hadley Mothers’ Club 

The membership of the Hadley Mothers’ Club was most generous in 
their gifts to the elementary schools. During the summer, they purchased 
for Hooker and Russell Schools a new tape recorder and filmstrip projector 
for each building. In the fall, they provided a new set of World Book 
Encyclopedias for each elementry school. In Russell School, they are 
located in the upstairs resource room, and in Hooker School, they are 
located in the hallway between the two fourth grade classrooms. 

Once again, on behalf of the students and staff of the elementary schools, 
I take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Joan Turner, President, and the entire 
membership of the Mothers’ Club for their most generous donations to 
the elementary schools. 


Programs 

Several programs highlighted activities in the schools. March was poetry 
month. Students in all grades read and listened to different kinds of poetry. 
In grades 4-6, all students memorized and presented a poem of their choice 
to their classmates. Then, several students from each classroom were 
chosen to present their poems in a Poetry Speaking Contest held at Hopkins 
Academy for the elementary school students and their parents. Prizes were 
awarded for the best performances of serious and humorous poems. 

In April, grades two and four were active in a medieval history unit. 
The month of May saw the musical production of “Kings and Things” by 
Mrs. Susan Anzalotti, elementary music teacher, with scenery by Brian 
Sheehy, grade two teacher. 

The activities culminated in June with an awards assembly for grades 
one through six. 


School Improvement Councils 

The Public School Improvement Act (Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1985), 
which was passed by the Massachusetts Great and General Court in the 
summer of 1985, unveiled a new era in education for the Commonwealth. 
One of the major sections of the bill established the School Improvement 
Fund from which will be allocated grants to schools that establish School 
Improvement Councils. The councils will provide schools with an oppor- 
tunity to enrich their educational resources through the expenditure of 
monies that are given to each school and through the process of including 
principals, teachers, parents and the community in the educational deci- 
sion-making of schools. 

School Improvement Councils are composed of the principal, three 
teachers, two parents of children in the school and one community repre- 
sentative. They have the authority, subject to the veto of the school com- 
mittee, to determine how monies appropriated to their school are spent, 
consistent with the authorizing statute. 

School Improvement Councils were established in each of the elementary 
schools. The membership is as follows:

The Town Treasurer is in receipt of the funds for the 1985-86 school 
year. The monies are based on the enrollment of October |, 1984. The 
following sums are available to the the respective councils: 


Hooker School— 188 students x $10.00 per student = $1,880.00 
Russell School— 92 students x $10.00 per student = $ 920.00 


All monies must be expended by June 30th of each school year. 


Maintenance 

A persistent heating problem at Hooker School—lack of adequate heat 
in one third grade classroom, one fourth grade classroom, and the music 
room—was resolved by the replacement of parts in the steam traps in 
each of these rooms. 

Many chair glides were missing on student chairs in both Russell and 
Hooker Schools. The glides were received and replaced prior to the begin- 
ning of the school in September. 

A severe leak in the sloping roof of the Old Gym was repaired satisfac- 
torily. It must be cautioned, however, that the repair is only temporary 
and that consideration must be given to re-roofing the entire sloping roof, 
since the present shingles are many years old and should be replaced. 

The boiler at Hooker School, installed originally to heat the older build- 
ing, must now also provide heat to the newer section of the building, as 
well as hot water for the cafeteria. With the advent of the winter season, 
and especially on extremely cold days, the boiler runs almost continuously 
during the school day. Consideration should also be given to ultimately 
replacing the boiler with a new high efficiency unit. It is felt that a 
considerable savings in fuel costs would be realized over a period of a 
few years—enough to allow pay-back in a reasonable time period. 


Retirement 

Mrs. Olive Hilton, a third grade teacher at Hooker School for over 
seventeen years, retired on June 30, 1985. 

Mrs. Hilton was well known to the elementary and secondary school 
staffs as well as to students, parents and citizens of Hadley. She will be 
missed in the school by all of us who had the pleasure to know her. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks as well as my sincere 
appreciation to Richard K. Sullivan, Superintendent of Schools, the School 
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Committee, the entire staff, and the many parents and other members of 
the community who have given of their time and efforts in contributing 
to the success of our programs.

Trustee Propsals 

The Hopkins Academy Trustees continued to be most supportive of our 
school in 1985. During the past year, the Trustees approved three major 
proposals totaling $17,000. These proposals were presented in July and 
approved for September implementation. A summary of each proposal is 
presented below. 

A. Computer for Guidance and Related Software—$5 ,000.00 

The guidance department at Hopkins purchased an Apple IIE computer 
with appropriate software to assist the guidance counselor and students 
with information on financial aid, college placement, occupations, and 
S.A.T. study programs. The computer has received considerable use during 
the past four months and has proved to be a valuable asset to our counselor. 
Other software programs are expected to be purchased in 1986. 

B. Library Books and Periodicals—$5 ,000.00 

Library books were eliminated and periodicals were reduced in the 
fiscal 86 budget. Reductions of this type have an immediate effect on our 
school programs. 

The Trustees recognized our dilemma and agreed to provide funds for 
books and periodicals for the 85-86 school year. The funding will enable 
us to maintain continuity with library materials and provide updated books 
and periodicals for our students. Library funds for fiscal 87 have been 
included in the fiscal 87 budget. 
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C. Library Microfiche System—$7 ,000.00 

A microfiche system was purchased for the library to maintain file 
integrity and to alleviate our space problem. Two microfice readers and 
one reader/printer were purchased along with microfiche cards on selected 
periodicals for back and current issues. 

Mrs. Katherine James (Guidance Counselor) and Mrs. Susan Russell 
(Librarian) prepared the specific proposals. They were also instrumental 
in purchasing of the equipment and software. 


Special Gift 

The Hadley Mothers’ Club approved a donation of over $2,000.00 to 
Hopkins Academy to be used for the purchase of needed equipment. A 
35mm camera for the “Hawks Claw” newspaper and Hopkins Arms year- 
book staffs has already been purchased. We are in the process of ordering 
a VHS system to be used with educational programs in classrooms. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the Mothers’ Club for this 
generous gift to our school. 


Budget Cuts 

Budget cuts have had a detrimental effect upon our high school this 
past year. Specific positions cut included a 75% custodial position, a 
secretarial position, and the assistant principal position. The secretarial 
position was reinstated in December in an attempt to stabilize the office 
staff and for support in processing vast amounts of paper work for both 
the guidance counselor and principal. 

With the elimination of the Assistant Principal position, the respon- 
sibilities and duties previously performed by another individual have been 
added to the work-load of the principal and guidance counselor and have 
seriously impacted on the effectiveness of both positions. As a result, the 
day to day problems of discipline, supervision, complaints and requests 
occupy a Significant portion of each day and allow little time, if any, for 
addressing the significant educational issues facing the school. 


Athletics 

The year 1985 was perhaps the most outstanding athletic year in the 
history of Hopkins Academy. With an overall enrollment far below that 
of most schools in our division, our athletes made up in skill, desire and 
team-work what they lacked in numbers. 

I would like to extend my congratulations to Athletic Director Ron 
Berestka and all the coaches who made significant contributions to our 
athletic program. Many hours of hard work were required in the teaching 
and supervising of our athletic teams.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 

During the year 1985, the Hadley Council on Aging offered people 
sixty and over in this community services that intended to meet the particu- 
lar needs of this population and to improve the quality of life for these 
persons by providing means by which they could remain active and inde- 
pendent in the community. The services included transportation, informa- 
tion and referral, health clinics, educational programs, volunteer oppor- 
tunities, leisure activities and other human services. The COA’s purpose 
is to assess the needs of the 60 and over population and to network with 
and develop elder programs that address and advocate for these needs as 
well as to increase positive awareness of this population. 


Program and Activities 


Transportation—Providing free van transportation is one of the most 
frequently used services that the COA offers. The COA provided 2,650 
units of transportation service to 48 different people by transporting them 
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to medical appointments, the hairdressers or barbers, shopping and to the 
nutrition site. All persons 60 and older are invited to arrange to use this 
service. We thank Agnes Scanlon, our Highland Valley Elder Services 
Senior Aide, and Edward Walczak, our town employee, for providing 
committed services as the van drivers this year. 


Meals and Nutrition 

Congregate Meals—Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. provides a 
daily congregate lunch meal available to people 60 and over. The nutrition 
site is located at the Golden Court Community Hall. Home delivery may 
also be available for those who for certain reasons cannot come to the 
nutrition site. This year HVES served 4,450 plus meals to over 35 seniors. 
Every senior is entitled to participate in this program. We thank Violet 
Peltz, HVES nutrition site director and volunteers Celia Daniels, Agnes 
Scanlon and Frances Palmisano for their community contribution in helping 
to prepare and serve the meals. 

Brown Bag—this project offers a bag of groceries to each senior house- 
hold once a month by the Western Mass. Food Bank Food for Elders 
Program in cooperation with HVES, Inc.—175 households participated 
in the program. Participation in the program is subject to income eligibility 
guidelines. Volunteers give their time on distribution days. 

Free Bread—the distribution of bread products donated by the Amherst 
Survival Center to elder households once a week. At least 35 households 
plus the shut-ins participated. We thank Agnes Banash plus Stasia Kushi 
and Adeline Rocasah who serviced this distribution and we appreciate 
their time. 


Health Programs 

Blood Pressure Clinic—are held the First Friday of each month (except 
for July and August). More than 60 people participate. We thank Lucy 
Matuszko and Alice Misa who were Blood Pressure Clinic Coordinators. 
We also extend our appreciation to the nurses, Mary Beth Chevalier, 
Linda Fil, Sophe Filkowski, Nellie Frankevicz and Pat Osip who have 
done the Clinic. 

Hearing Test Clinic—was offered in May by one of the Graduate Stu- 
dents from the University of Massachusetts and in November by David 
Frandel. 


Community Education Service 

Energy—the Hampshire County Action Commission Fuel Assistance 
Program provided training to the Program Coordinator to do intake for 
those interested in applying for Fuel Assistance. To date quite a number 
of elders applied. The Fuel Assistance Program also provides the office 
with energy conservation information to offer to residents. 

Income Tax Service—was offered to a numerous amount of people by 
trained volunteer Tax Counselors of the American Association of Retired 
Persons. 
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Hadley COA News—A monthly newsletter is the major source of des- 
seminating programs and educational information to Hadley residents 60 
and over. The COA mails 665 newsletters (some having more then one 
name on each label) reaching each Senior Household. The COA received 
grant money through the Dept. of Elder Affairs to continue to offer this 
service. Also the Senior Publishing Inc. for Printing the Newsletter for us. 


Leisure Services 

Arts & Crafts—Classes were held every Monday afternoon (except July 
and August). Thirty-two participated. Funds for the instructor are provided 
by HVES, Inc. Community Grant awards. We thank Mary Gurecki for 
her undertaking and the others who volunteered their services. 

Bingo—On Tuesday afternoons there were Bingo games except during 
the months of July and August. At least 15 people attended. This was 
undertaken by Violet Peltz plus other volunteers. 


New Developments 

Project Discovery—The Council on Aging received a grant from the 
DEA to start the Oral History. The information will be gathered and later 
on will be given by a performance to the community to increase awareness 
of elder presence and issues. 


Funding 

The COA operates its program on monies appropriated through the 
Town, Highland Valley Elder Services, plus the Department of Elder 
Affairs. We thank these resources for their support. 


Community Networks 

The COA participates in the Western Massachusetts Association of 
Councils on Aging, the National Council of Senior Councils and a com- 
munity focal point for Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. Edward Ken- 
nedy serves as the COA official representative on the Highland Valley 
Board of Directors. The program coordinator also participates in the High- 
land Valley Elder Provider and staff meetings. Mr. Kennedy and the 
Program Coordinator provide a network with HVES so as to remain in- 
formed of community elder services. 


Staff 
In February, Sonja Enloe left the position. In March the COA hired 


Alice Misa as the new Program Coordinator. Services were rendered by 
the part-time clerk/typist. 


Volunteers 

There are a numerous amount of volunteers who participate in the above 
programs. They have contributed enormous hours of volunteer time. To 
Mary Boyer and Pearl LaPointe who helped Agnes and myself in preparing 
the Newsletter for mailing, I hope they continue to do so. 

In conclusion, the members of Hadley COA wish to thank the Board 
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of Selectmen, and all other Town Departments for their cooperation for 
making the COA a success. Thanks also goes to the Hadley Housing 
Authority for the use of Golden Court Community Hall for Arts & Crafts, 
Bingo, Health Clinic and educational forums. 

Last but not least to Kathleen Matuszko, the Chairperson and Ann 
Salvatore, the Secretary who retired.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year of 1985. 

The Hadley Fire Department answered a total of 132 calls during the 
year of 1985.

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At the annual town meeting we will be presenting two (2) articles. One 
will be for additional money to go ahead and do a complete renovation 
to the power train system on the 1973 Maxim, which is our newest truck. 
This will include a new engine, transmission, drive line, rear end, larger 
cooling system, new electrical system, etc. Last year we put $15,000.00 
aside for this project and we estimate it will cost about $36,000.00 for 
this project. 

The second article will be to set up a special fund to replace the 1967 
Ford fire truck. We plan to put an amount of money away each year for 
this purpose. It has been thirteen (13) years since we last purchased a 
class | pumper. By the time we get enough money to replace the 1967 
Ford it will be close to sixteen (16) or seventeen (17) years which is too 
long of a time span. The Fire Department has three (3) class 1 pumpers. 
Two (2) in Hadley and one (1) in North Hadley. The plan should be to 
replace one (1) every ten years. That way your oldest pumper will not be 
over thirty (30) years old. 

I would like to express my thanks to all the men who responded to fires 
during the year of 1985.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


Hurricane warnings for the Northeast were flashed by the National 
Weather Bureau on September 26th, 1985. An emergency meeting was 
called for all department heads by the Selectmen to determine how we 
could deal with the upcoming emergency. 

At 0:130 hours this office started the preparations for dealing with 
Hurricane Gloria. For the safety of the children, the School Officials 
decided to close school for the length of the emergency. All Agencies of 
the town were placed on a stand-by alert. The town Communications 
Center was set-up for an emergency command post to reach all depart- 
ments. A central point for emergency shelter was organized by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross at the Hopkins Cafetorium for people who might have to 
be evacuated from their homes. Blankets, cots, food, etc. were supplied. 
A medical staff which included the services of a doctor and nurse were 
available at the emergency shelter. 

As Hurricane Gloria was being tracked it seemed that we would be in 
dead center of its path but we were spared when it broke up over the 
Springfield area. We lost power for a short period of time, but emergency 
generators were activated and we continued emergency operation at the 
Communications Center without interruption. 

Area 4 Civil Defense Headquarters in Belchertown declared an all clear 
signal at about 1630 hours.

We made a few mistakes during the crisis but they were learning experi- 
ences and I am grateful that we weathered the storm. 

Evaluation reports were sent to Massachusetts Civil Defense Hdgs. in 
Framingham. I am confident that if confronted with a similar situation 
we will be better prepared to meet this type of emergency. 

I wish to thank all personnel who participated in the work involved in 
this emergency. With their assistance a great team effort was accomplished.

1985 LIBRARIAN’S REPORT FOR 
THE GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


First, a hearty thanks to my predecessor, Ruth Urell, who served Hadley 
so well as Librarian for three years; she left all in good order for my 
arrival. And much thanks and gratitude to the Board of Trustees of the 
Library, and to the staff at North Hadley, Miriam Pratt and Justina Kielec, 
and the staff at Hadley, Susan Turits and David Waskiewicz for welcoming 
me and for helping me to serve the people of Hadley. And endless thanks 
to a great group of volunteers who together put in hundreds of hours of 
service: Lucille Bauver, Esther Latham, Steve Latham, Pierette LeMoine, 
Joan Malinowski, Helen McQueston, Sarah Morin, Merle Norman, Mary 
Pipczynski, and Mildred Taraska. 

Staff changes came in summer and fall; best wishes to Susan and David, 
and welcome to Marilyn Mish and Ruth Vigelan, library assistants, and 
to Mike Orsini, our new janitor. 

More than 400 books were added to the collection in 1985, including 
donations and memorial books. Twenty magazines are available for circu- 
lation, and children’s records are still in active demand. Total circulation 
of all materials was 14,229 units for the year in spite of a slowdown in 
borrowing due to construction on Route 47. Thirty to forty books a month 
are borrowed on interlibrary loan. 
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Children have enjoyed weekly preschool story hours with films, and 
two special film programs have been conducted for older children. The 
Elfin Puppet Theater production “Toad’s Birthday Party” was enjoyed in 
August by the area’s children; and the summer reading club, “Find Your 
Fantasy” kept forty five children reading at a high level all summer. 
Hopkins Academy arts students displayed some of their work at the Library 
in the spring. 

Reserve book service and interlibrary loan services are regularly used, 
reference questions are answered (even those by mail), and the local 
history and genealogy section is heavily used. Library cards are being 
sssued to all adult borrowers. Library hours are: Monday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday: 9:00-12:30 and 1:30-5:00, and Tuesday 12:00-8:00.

NORTH HADLEY BRANCH LIBRARY REPORT 


The North Hadley Branch Library has continued its library services 
throughout the year, but since July with hours reduced to half, due to 
budget restraints. It is now open on Tuesdays from 3:00 to 5:30 and on 
Thursdays from 3:00 to 5:00, staffed alternately by Miriam Pratt and 
Justina Kielec. The library room is on the first floor of North Hadley 
Hall, next room to the firehouse. 

The total circulation has been 1,918 for the year. There have been 
twenty adult books and seventeen children’s books purchased this year. 
Townspeople have donated thirty-seven books and records including a 
large quantity from Miss Helen Nash, and others from Dorothy Babb, 
Miriam Pratt, Janice Jahngen, Wilma Trueswell, and the Hadley Historical 
Commission. 

The library has received a gift of the interesting large publication “His- 
torical Resources of Hadley, Part I, Centers of Hadley and North Hadley,” 
prepared by Gregory Farmer, assisted in the survey by a large group of 
local students and townspeople. It includes photos taken by John Clough 
of each house, public building, and site marker, and text outlining architec- 
tural style, dates, and interesting historical highlights, published under 
the auspices of a grant to the Hadley Historical Commission. The book 
makes a most interesting addition to the library’s collection of local refer- 
ence books. 

The ten magazines subscribed to monthly continue to be popular, and 
the records for adults and juveniles get some use. 

The books selected every six weeks when the Western Massachusetts 
Regional Bookmobile arrives are always eagerly awaited, with additional 
patron requests between visits being efficiently handled by the Bookmobile 
or Interlibrary Loan services.
